These 
scenes were repeated with equal fer- 
vor In other towns' whero the liquor 
question rose above all others. 


The women of Jacksonville, the 


largest city affected by the election, 
drove voters to the polls In their 
private conveyances, and when It be- 
came known that thirty-two saloons 
had been driven out of business praise 
sen-ices were called In many of the 
churches for tonight. Only one pre- 
cinct out of thirty In Jacksonville was 
won by the saloonlsts. 


Little Liquor In Southern Illinois. 
In southern Illinois seven counties 


were swept completely by the anti- 
saloon forces. These counties and the 
number of saloons heretofore existing 
In each arc: Union, sixteen saloons; 
Williamson, forty-six saloons; Massac, 
sixteen saloons; .lolinson, one saloon; 
Pope, five saloons; 
Wabash, none; 


Edwards, none. 


In addition to the foregoing. Perry 


county went dry with the exception 
of two towns, Pinckneyvllle and Wll- 
llsville. 
Twenty-three licensed saloons are 


wiped out of Du Quoin, in Perry coun- 
ty, where the anti-saloon forces car- 
ried the day by a scant majority of 
twpnt.v-slx votes. 


Marlon, in Williamson«county, was

plaining that the observance of the re- 
cent rule and regulation of the Indi- 
ana Railroad commission respecting 
the distribution of coal cars by the 
Southern Indiana Railway company 
will prevent the fulfillment of Its con- 
tracts the United Fourth. Vein Coal 
company has filed an injunction suit 
in tie Vigo circuit court against the 
state commission and the Southern 
Indiana. It is alleged that the mining 
company is under obligations to fur- 
nish, coal on contracts ,whlch it can 
not possibly comply with if the rules 
are enforced and that the company 
will be made liable to actions at law 
for damages for breach'of contract. 


Will Hinder Contract*. 


The most important contract which 


the Fourth Vein company alleges will 
be interfered with is one with the 
Chicago, Burlington & Qumcy Rail- 
way company to supply 50,000 tons of 
coal to be delivered in Chicago at 
the rate of 1,500 to 2,000 tons a day 
until the contract is fully performed. 
According to the terms of the con- 
tract the coal is to be loaded In cars 
furnished by the C., B. & Q. 


The plaintiff alleges that it has en- 


tered Into miscellaneous contracts at 
various points of the state for the 
sale and delivery to manufacturing 
plants all the output of the mines on 
the lino of the Southern Indiana 
which could be transported by tho 
equipment of the said company, com- 
monly called system cars. It is said 
that these cars are assignable to the 
plaintiff's mines at the approximate 
rate of fifty cars-a day. aggregating 
a capacity of 1,600 tons, on a basis 
of equitable distribution of fluch cars 
in proportion to the requirements of 
the several coal mines on the lines of 
the Southern Indiana. 


The Fourth Vein company further 


avers that it has entered into contract 
with the Harmon Coal company of 
Chicago, for delivery of coal In such 
quantities »s the Harmon company 
can furnish equipment for transporta- 
tion, which is estimated at flve cars 
a day. Hat Lened 100 Car*. 


Another allegation of the plalntlfl 


company IB that It has leased 100 coal 
cars for a period of three months, to 
be used exclusively by It In transpor- 
tation ot coal from Its mines In 
Greene county. 


The complaint says that the Fourth 


Voln company will not bo assigned 
any "system cars'^ because the other 
cars specially consigned to It from 
foreign lines and other sources wll 
exceed daily the number of Its dally 
consignments according to tho rules 
of the commission. Hence It is com 
-plained, tho plaintiff will he unable to 
fill nil the contracts of tho C., B. & Q 
and the Harmon Coal company. 


In addition the plaintiff says that. Its 


working and executive forces will he 
disorganized and Its employes wll 
lenvo tho service because of the In 
ability of the mining company to glvp 
them steady employment. ^It Is sal< 
furtner that the mines will be force( 
to shut down a portion of each week. 


The Fourth Vein Coal cornpanj 


owns five miles In Greene county, on 
In Clay county and one in Sullivan 
.county. All mines are fully equlppec 
and flvo of the seven are In actun 
operation.

Inspector Investigates Re- 


cent Fatality in Preble 


Elevator. 


Indianapolis, Nov. 6.—Chief Deputy 


State Factory Inspector David Specs 
says that many accidents are caused 
in factories where *^e man tries to do 
all the work and operate the entire 
plant. Deputy Inspector Thomas A. 
Williamson has returned from Deca- 
tur, where he went to investigate an 
accident that occurred a few days be- 
fore at the Preble grain elevator, in 
which Henry Buuck was killed. Mr. 
Williamson reported that the exact 
cause of Buuck's death would never 
ben known, and neither would a satis- 
factory explanation ever be found as 
to just how he met his death. Buuck 
was found lying under a shafting by 
his wife, who had gone to the elevator 
to summon him to dinner. He died 
that night. 


"Buuck was the only man on the 


elevator," said Inspector Williamson, 
"and 
had been in the habit of doing 


all the work himself. 
I found evi- 


dence of his having been caught on a 
shaft and dragged through a hole 
about two feet square. There was ab- 
solutely no one who could tell me just 
how he was killed, but-the supposition 
is that he was caught in the shafting, 
dragged upward in the grain elevator 
chute and his skull fractured against 
a pulley, after 
which he dropped 


down, below the line shaft." 


In discussing the report made by 


Inspector Williamson, Deputy Spees 
said: "This Illustrates my contention 
that men should not try to operate 
dangerous machinery by themselves. 
It Is better to have a dozen men 
around a dangerous machine than to 
lave but one. The trouble In many 
factories is that one man tries to look 
-ifter the boiler, the engine and the 
machinery. The result is that he neg- 
lects something, and then an acci- 
dent occurs and there Is no one around, 
to bo of any assistance." -

tinued toward the police station with his 
prisoner. 
A little later young Campbell came run- 
ning up with'a revolver In his hand. He 
ran up to Murphy and shoved the pistol 
Into his face. He demanded of Murphy 
that he turn hia father loose, but Mur-

refused.' 
Murphy struck 
young 
Campbell three times over the head with 
his club. He dropped to his knees, and 
as he did so the elder Campbell shot 
Murphv In the back.

camo general. Patrolman Smith shot the 
elder Campbell. Murphy was still using 
his revolver when he \ aa struck by an- 
other bullet, apparently fired by young 
Campbell.
